€ol. Goethals "tor Police Commissioner, 
but as a weak that the city was be- 
Lind tne a ministration’s effort to abol- 
ist the “ System ” for all time. 

Pemegt Cropsey, former Police Com- 
missioner and now District Attorney of 
Kings County, -also urged the passage 
of the bills, which, he said,. would make 
the Police Department well- night. per- 
fect. .

It amounts to ignor- 
ing the fact that Great Britain and 
the United States stand to one an- 
other in a_ special: relationship. and 
that between them some departure 
from the old-fashioned routine and 
ordinary official methods of approach- 
ing discussions on matters of com- 
mon concern is, or should be, of all 
things most natural. 

‘ There.are sentiments, arguments, 
and ideals that we can properly ap- 
peal to in the case of the United 
States which would be out of place or 
ineffective in our diplomatic dealings 
with European powers. The reason is 
that all negotiations with European 
Governments are based in the last 
resort upon force, while as between 
Washington and ourselves and the 
American people and our own people 
the very notion of the employment of 
force on one side or the other has 
completely vanished. This is a dif- 
ference. of such mestimable moment 
that it is becoming a serious question 
whether we ought not have two For- 
eign Secretaries,’ one to manage -our 
relations -with Europe in accordance 
with principles: and atmosphere that 
govern diplomacy rooted in the idea 
of force, and the other to conduct 
negotiations with ‘the United - States, 
from which. the element of force, 
whether actual or implied, has been 
expelled. ‘ 

“The fact is too often left: out of 
account that moral suasion and syni- 
pathetic kinship of ideals and aspira- 
tions are more potent in insuring and 
cementing good-will between Great 
Britain and the United ‘States than 
amily. number of masterpieces of the 
old school of :diplomatic reasoning.

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NANTUCKET RONNING 
PULL SPRED IN FOG 


Siow Down When He Heard 
the Monroe’s Whistle. 


DIDN'T THINK HER SINKING 


Kept Searching for Her Aftér Col: 
lision atid Did Not Send All 
_Lifeboats to the Rescue.

PHILADNLPHIA,. Feb: 24. — The 
steamer Nantucket was dashing through 
the fog at full speed until fifteen sec- 
onds before she rammed and sank the 
linér Monroe off the Virginia Capes on 
Jan. 80, causing the loss_of forty-one 
lives, according to the udmission of 
Capt. Osmyn Berry, commander of the 
Nantucket, who testified here to-day at 
the. Federal investigation of the disaster, 


The skipper accused of negligence 'ad- | 


mitted that the Nantucket was going at 
top speed, about 13% knots, when she 
passed Winter Quarter Lightship at 
11:43 o’clock on the night of Jan. 29. He 
admitted that he dig not once slow down 
her engines because he did not consider 
if necessary, as the fog was not s0 
thick that it was not possible to ‘‘ see 
quité a distance ahead.” 

Even after he heard the fog whistles 
of the Morfroe, and before the collision, 
he. did not slow down, he said. He put 
his hélm to port’ about a half point, 
swinging the bow of his ship to star- 
boar ut-did not signal this change 
in. colrs6 to the Monroe, merely keeping 
up the regular sounding of-his fog whis- 
tle about once a minute. 

When he heard the two. short,.shar 
blasts from the Monroe he thought it 
meant the vessel had stopped, he said, 
and he did nothing, hot even slowing 
down. It was only 
lights and the green. starboard side 
light of. the Monroe surged out of the 
fog right on his course*that he made a 
move. Then he put his helm hard to 
port and ordered his -engines reversed 
full speed astern. 

“The two steamers 
right angles.” said Capt. Berry. ‘“‘ The 

onroe stove jn the bow. of the Nan- 
tucket and twisted the plates; to star- 
board. Then, as she forged ahead, she 
was going fast; and we came together 
side to side and bumped« hard. © This 
crushed the port side of my ship, 

‘I was afraid to go straight towar 
the Monroe for fear my forward col- 
lision bulkhead would not stand the 
strain. So I worked the Nantucket 
around and backed toward where the 
boats showed in the glare of the search- 
light. did not actually see the Monroe 
go down. She was there and then she 
wasn’t. I did not realize at first that 
she had sunk. [ thought the search- 
light was missing her, and kept trying 
to locate her.” - 

Capt. Berry’s only explanation of why 
he did not d out all his lifeboats was 
that he did not realize the Monroe was 
sinking until too late for the other 
boats to have reached the scene in 
time to do any good.

we had to do with “ abroad.” Our for- 
eign ‘trade conditions are now. insep- 
arable from our domestic trade, and 
either is an index to: the: other. Ac- 
cordingly it is no surprise to find that 
the stability: of our home trade is re- 
flected in--our: foreign trade; : and that 
there are abundant signs ‘ot strength 
and soundnéss in ‘both. Exports and 
imports both show moéerate declines 
for January, and there ‘hardly could 
be anything more disconcerting to 
those only happy. when they discern 
something wrong. 
The interpretation of this somewhat 
obscure statements. afforded. hy com- 


the panic of 1007. Then there was an 
excess of exports of © $121,117,204; 
against the excess of $49,330,254 this 
year.

About the only plea seriously put for- 
ward in defense of this: practice is that 
the newsdealer buys his papera outright, 
and theréfore can do with them what he 
chooses. 
cious. It ignores the important fact 
that responsibility for the contents of. 
newspaper does not pasg to the. purchas- 
er, but remains with the producer. The 
latter, not the former, must answer for 
its. every. statement, no matter into 
whose hands its nominal ownership may 
have’ gone, and he has an indisputable 
right to Judge for himself what shall go 
to the public as coming from him. In 
that. his reputation, which is such a 
large part of his capital,.is directly in- 
volved. 

Often the inserted advertising is intio- 
cent enough in itself, but even then the 
nearest analogy to it would be presented 
by a man who went secretly into an- 
other’s shop,-set up a stand there for 
which he paid’ ‘no rent, and sold his 
wares in competition with those of his 
involuntary host.* Both the absurdity 
and the enormity of doing that would-be 
instantly. obvious: to all—which, -doubt- 
less, is the reason why it is never done. 
The case of the newspaper against the 
unauthorized and non-paying advertiser 
is a little more complex, but not at all 
less clear,. and simple justice demands 
that the practice be. stopped.

A dispatch from Chi- 
cago, published -in THE Times to-day, says 
the’ Council on Health and. Public Instruetion 
of’ the “American Medical Association has de- 
cided almost: unanimously in favor of the re- 
moval ofthe ban.on. advertising, and-that the 
question. will be put before the associatiori’s 

convention to be held in Atlantic City next 
Summer. 

The idea that professional men should avoid 
publicity, any more than bankers, merchants, 
manufacturers, publishers, or hotel keepers, 
is false and nonsensical. It smacks just as 
much of quackery as if they actually made 
false representations through advertisements. 

The professional man who does not adver- 
tise depends on his friends to tell others of 
his skill, and advertising of this kind is*not 
one-half as reliable as a written statement 
that will stand the test of being put in cold 
type.

In 
the natural, or rather unnatural, order 
of things, a considerable number of 
these people:.are afflicted with some 
form ‘of communicable disease. Many 
others, although well themselves, live in 
unhygienic’ surroundings, some of-them 
coming daily into contact with other 
members of the family Who are afflicted 
with infectious or ‘contagtous maladies.
